Late in July I made a public statement deploring serious 
changes which the accusers, without offering the smallest shred of valid 
supporting evidence, made about certain people. These "certain" people 
are Mr. James Farmer, Dr. Martin Luther*King, and Mr. Bayard Rustin; 
the accusations indict these men as communists or as having significantly 
close associations with known communists. Because of these alleged asso- 
ciations the civil rights groups are condemned outright. 


As a result of my statement I am still receiving mail. There 
has been reference to your calling Dr. King a notorious liar. For some 
people your chagge is an absolute proof that Dr. King's whole life and all his 

’ statements are highly suspect. The conclusion is that Mr. King is commu- 
nistic. I realize, of course, that such reasoning, if one can name it such, 
is utterly ridiculous. 


I respectfully and earnestly request a statement of your 
opinion concerning each of these three men. Do you consider them 
communists or not? Do you think there is a dangerous degree of communist 
infiltration in the high-level leadership in the non-violent civil rights groups? 
Or, do you think communists exert any influence on the policy-making of 
these groups?
